Sittings of the Supreme Court! 
‘were held here last week with His 
Honor, Mr. Justice Ives, presiding. | 
The docket was a lengthy one, but 


several of the cases were adjourned | 
until the next sitting. The follow- 


ing are the cases disposed of: 
O'Connor vs Meak—This was an| 
action on a promissory note. As the! 
Mefendant did not appear, judgment | 
was given to the plaintiff for $750.00 
and ‘costs, and the counter claim 


was dismissed without costs. uv. H.

| Just vs Sahlin—This action arose 
out of a transaction in which the | 
parties traded farms. The plaintiff ; 
agreed to convey his farm of 160 
acres to the defendant, and the de- 
fendant agreed to convey to the 
plaintiff his farm consisting of a 
fractional half section which the 
parties evidently thought consisted 
of about 236 acres, but which was | 
afterwards found to be only about 
191 acres. The plaintiff was also 
to give the defendant $400.00 cash | 
on the deal In the result His Lord- | 
ship came to the conclusion that | 
plaintiff had not suffered to any | 
considerable extent by the loss ot 
the expected 45 acres, since he had | 
got 191 acres in exchaage for his 
160 acres, the respective lands be- 
ing of about the same value, and 
accordingly gave judgment for the’ 
plaintiff for $175.00 and costs.

There was no ~ evidence, said His 
Lordship, that alkali was due to ir- 
rigation any more than to rainfall. 
The land had been irrigated twice 
in eight years, and he must hold 
Plaintiff had not made out his case 
on this iss\e. 


Dealing with the phase of the case

He pays his money for the articles 
that are more ornamental than use- 
ful, and that mone; goes into cireu- 
lation for the benefit of the com- 
munity. The same thing applies to 
money spent upon alcoholic Myucrs, 
but the Liquor Act would stop the 
province from obtaining the benefit 
accruing from the spending of this 
money.
